Such that hardships of the like that were inflicted 
upon previous Ummahs are removed from his, as his law 
contains certain concessions and exceptions. On the Day 
of Judgement, there will be even greater comfort, their 
difficulties will be eliminated and their strains removed. 
He was a source of comfort even for the non-Believers, 
because they were saved from slaughter and their offspring 
were spared from slavery, on account of their acceptance 
to pay the jtzyah tax. Thus they entered into the fold of 
peace. His Utnmah is saved from the prevalence ol disgrace 
and ignominy, and their sins arc unexposed Whereas 
before (his arrival among) them, if anyone committed a 
serious crime or sin in the night, by the next morning it 
would be written on the door of his home that he was 
guilty of such a felony.
